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Dear Cclleague; 

Here is the latest report in our series of education statistics 
reports called E.D.TABS. It inclxxies tahalations for public schools on 
the number of graduates, 12th-grade studait inenibership, and 9th-grade 
student membership in the year the graduates were 9th-grade students. You 
my find the following statistics interesting: 

o Nationally, the niaitoer of public hig^ school graduates 
decreased from 2.41 million in 1984-85 to 2.38 million in 
1985-86; this parallels a decrease in 12th-grade student 
membership, from 2.60 million in 1984-85 to 2.55 million in 
1985-86. 

o Eleven States showed an increase in 12th-grade student 
membership fron school year 1984-85 to 1985-86. 

o IVelve States showed an increase in public high school 
graduates from school year 1984-85 to 1985-86. 

Data in this report v^re due from State education agencies to the 
Center for Education Statistics on March 16, 1987. Uiese data were final 
as of August 15, 5 months after the due date. Hie tabulations are 
prefaced by a description of the survey methodology, indicating the 
limitations on the data. E.D.TABS includes no interpretation or other 
highlights of findings, nor does it provide cross references to other 
data. 

Interested users are encouraged to begin their own analyses and to 
place orders for copies of a 4-year data tape v*iich includes data by State 
on staff counts, the number of high school graduates, and student 
membership by grade for school years 1983-84 througfi 1986-87.

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Public High School Graduates, 1986 

This reporc presents final data on public high school graduates 
for the 1985-86 school year. It also includes the 1984-P5 graduates 
and related public school student membership information. The ratio 
of 1985-86 to 1984-85 graduates is divided by the ratio of 12th-grade 
membership in school year 1985-86 to that of 1984-85. That result is 
multiplied by 100 and presented here as the graduate change index. 

MEx'HODOLOGY 

Data on numbers of graduates, other completers, and student 
membership were provided from the administrative records in each 
State through the Common Core of Data (CCD) Survey, State Nonfiscal 
Report. The CCD surveys are an annual collection of basic 
information on the universe of public schools. The State Nonfiscal 
Report includes information on enrollment, staffing, and graduates. 
The CCD surveys are conducted by the Center for Education Statistics 
with the assistance of the State Education Agencies (SEAs) in the 50 
States, the District of Columbia, and the outlying areas under U.S. 
jurisdiction. Data from outlying areas are not included here but are 
available upon request. 

In compiling these data from administrative record systems, each 
SEA obtains fall counts of students and staff and prior years spring 
counts of high school graduates from the local education agencies 
(LEAs) that operate public schools. Since the SEAs use various 
collection methods to obtain these data, there is variation across 
States in the **as of** dates for membership counts, with most falling 
within 2 weeks of October 1. Each SEA may edit or examine the 
individual LEA reports before computing state totals. 

There are three indices for each State (table 3). The ratio of 
the number of graduates in 1985-86 to the number in 1984-85 is 
multiplied by 100 and is the first index shown. This index 
represents the increase (for values greater than 100) or the decrease 
(for values less than 100) from 1984-85 to 1985-86. This uncorrected 
indicator of increase or decrease may be misleading, since States' 
membership bases also change from year to year, thus changing the 
pool of potential graduates. There are several ways to adjust the 
uncorrected ratios to compensate for this. The approach taken here 
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is based on 12th-rrade membership in the 2 school years. The ratio, 
multiplied by 100, of the 1985-86 membership in grade 12 to the 
grade 12 membership in 1984-85 is given. As with graduates, an 
increase is indicated by values greater than 100 and a decrease is 
indicated by values less than 100. The membership ratio is then used 
as a correction factor to yield the adjusted ratio of the numbers of 
graduates. This value is multiplied by 100 for ease of 
interpretation. For this graduate change index, values greater than 
100 indicate that the number of graduates is increasing faster than 
the 12th-grade membership; values less than 100 indicate that the 
number of graduates is not increasing as fast as the 12th-grade 
membership . 

DEFINITIONS 

Membership data are the unduplicated counts of students whose 
names were entered on the roll of the school or LEA as of October 1 
of the school year, students who withdraw before the date of the 
count are subtracted from the roll and any new students entering 
before the count are added. The regular day-school graduates are the 
number of students receiving a high school diploma from the regular 
day-school program in the given school year. Other completers are 
those students receiving a high school diploma or its equivalent from 
other programs (e.g. GEDs and adult evening schools) . 

RESPONSE RATES 

Although several States did not report the number of other 
completers and one State did not report the number of graduates in 
1986, survey responses were obtained from all States and the District 
of Columbia.
